CHICAGO (LNS) -- As the trial of the Con- 
spiracy Eight (organizers of the 1968 Democratic 
Convention demonstrations) continues, and with 
massive anti-war actions planned for Oct. 8-11 
by SDS, the Black Panthers and the Young Lords, 

Pig City is again the center of national move- 
ment activity -- and of a massive repression 
aimed at destroying that movement. 

The Vietnamese, who have paid the highest 
price of any people m the struggle against U.S. 
imperialism, have asked for a revitalization of 
the anti-war movement. We m the land of the 
oppressor owe them our support. Their fight and 
our fight are one This is no time to recoil 
from conflict. 

There will be two separate and different 
actions in Chicago on Oct, 8-11 -- both aimed at 
supporting the Vietnamese and getting the U.S. 
out of Southeast Asia. 

One action, planned by the SDS National 
Office "Weatherman” group m SDS, includes a 
mass rally and march, but will be characterized 
by mobile street-fighting, aimed primarily at 
"increasing the militancy of the white movement" 
by showing that whites are willing to fight. 

The other action, called jointly by the 
Black Panther Party, the Young Lords (a revolu- 
tionary Puerto Rican organization) and the 
Revolutionary Youth Movement II t^YM-II) group 
in SDS, will consist of a disciplined mass 
march through black, white arid Latin working- 
class communities, led up to by three days of 
action . 

The build-up includes: support activities 

for the Black Panther Breakfast for children pro- 
gram and the Lords Day Care Center Project; a 
high school and junior college boycott anu march 
to the board of education; a rally around a 
Chicago International Harvester plant; and an 
action designed to protest the inhuman practices 
of Chicago hospitals - such as the involuntary 
sterilization of black and Latin women. 

The Panthe r- Lord-RYM- 1 1 ;o aw w.on action re 
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suits from widespread criticism of the Weatherman 
Chicago plans. People have criticized the Weather 
men for urging militant actions by committed 
revolutionaries (or cadre) instead of seeking 
opportunities to broaden mass support and in- 
volvement in ant i -imperial ist struggles 
particularly among the working class 

Organizers of the coalition march also feel 
that the Weatherman actions may lead people into 
battles for which they are unprepared and which 
they cannot win . 

Regardless of which action you go to, however, 
you should be prepared for heavy repression Daley 
and his pigs are vicious and up -tight -- some 
busts and injuries are sure to follow, As one 
Chicago organizer put it. "You could get busted 
for standing on the comer and saluting the flag 
around here." 

Both groups will be establishing movement 
centers from which to coordinate their actions, and 
will be putting up and distributing wall posters 
for mass communication Movement centers will try 
to provide legal and first aid information as 
much as possible. These centers will also try to 
take care of housing

Both groups are uigmg people, if at all 
possible, to come in close-knit units, so that 
people can move together and help ea:h uther. While 
movement centers will try their best, groups 
should try to have arrangements for tneir own 
lawyers before coming to Chicago, since radical 
Chicago lawyers already have their hands fuil, 

People should bring bail money with them if they 
can -- provisions for safekeeping will be made. 

There should be no dop°, no address books, arid 
NO GUNS -- anyone seen shooting m a crowd is a cop. 

There is a 10:30 curfew for anyone under 18 
(11 o'clock on Friday and Saturday), People should 
be prepared to prove they are over 18. 

Everyone should bring basic ctr.*OT medicine 
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and supplies: goggles, sterile JX-l gauze pads to step bleeding, a roll ol adhesive ’'ape, 
a wet handkerchief (for gas), a plastic bag of wet cotton balls to rinse out eye s, nnu a 
of eye drops. At this point, the schedule for the two actions shapes up like this:

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CONSPIRACY EIGHT GOES ON TRIAL: IT’S A RIOT

CHICAGO (LNS) -- It was beginning to look 
like the Democratic National Convention all over 
again. The "conspirators” were back m town, 
people were fighting the pigs m trie streets, and 
there was the bejowied mayor of the city mutter- 
ing darkly on TV, 

Wednesday the 24th was opening day. By 
noon, S000 young people had tarried Oi,t for a 
rally at the Federal Building m support of the 
eight men on trial whom the government would 1 Lke 
to put away for possibly ten years. 

The same day thousands of black and wrnte 
youths m the city responded to the Black Panther 
Party’s call for a strike in support of Panther 
Chairman Bobby Seale, kidnapped from California 
by federal agents arid held me ommun ic^do in the 
Cook County jail Seale ! :me of the Conspiracy 
Eight (the ot hers arc . J e r x y Rub i n , A.h! » j. e Ho f imar. , 
Lee Weiner, John Froines, Pav ' 4 Dellinger an! Rennie 
Davis) . 

During the rally at the Federal Bui bn mg, 



two youths wearing swastikas attempted to attack 
the demonstrators Around tne snme time, hundreds 
o f wh i to c on s t r u :.t ion w o r k e r s , angry at r; l a c k s 
pus lung for a fair share of mbs m the building 
industry, came marching into the area, and fights 
erupted between them and the demonstrators. 

Chicago's finest then emerged by busloads 
from side streets ana an underground garage, ana 
separated the two groups The demonstrators then 
moved to Grant Park T t was a discj.pl mod match, 
marshalled by th*-. Panthers. 

As the rally at Grant Park broke up, the cops

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people were arrested, bringing total bail to 
$55,000 for the ten on charges of disorderly con- 
duct, resisting arrest, aggravated battery and 
mob action. Among the ten were Bernard! ne Dohm 
and Howie Machtinger, both members of SDS's 
national interim committee (NIC) and part of the 
leadership of the Weatherman group. Cha Cha 
Jimenez, leader of the Young Lords Organization, 
was also busted. 

On Thursday, Sept. 25, the Conspiracy Eight 
found out exactly what it means in an American 
political trial to be judged by a jury of one’s 
peers, not to mention by a 74-year-old senile, 
bigoted judge. 

"We feel the jury has not been asked a single 
relevant question," said Bill Kunstler, one cf the 
defense counsels. 

Judge Julius Hoffman, otherwise known as Mr. 
Magoo for his startling resemblance to the bumbling 
cartoon character of that name, handled the whole 
process of jury selection himself, as is allowed 
in federal proceedings . 

He refused to allow attorneys on either side 
to directly question the prospective jurors. In- 
stead, the attorneys had to submit their questions 
to Magoo, who in turn would ask, twist or ignore 
them. The defense wanted to know the prospective 
jurors* opinions on the Vietnam war, iong hair, 
drugs and the right of political dissent. (One 
defense question was, "C an you identity Jams 
Joplin?") Magoo refused to ask any oi these 
questions . 

The selected jury is made up ox two white men 
and ten women (only two of them black) . The es- 
tablishment press predictably identified the women 
only as housewives, widows or divorcees -- women 
defined entirely by their current i elation ship to 
some man . 

Nearly everyone on the jury is in his or her 
fifties . 

But there were mere surpluses than anyone 
really expected when court opened for business on 
Friday, Sept 26. The defendants had requested 
a postponement of the rrtai on The grounds that 
their lawyer, Charles Garry, was seriously ill in 
California and could net be present m court . 

The Sixth Amendment guarantees counsel of one's 


choice and it is more or less standard pro- 
cedure to grant postponement m such a ca-e. 

But in an incredibly biased move, Magoc ordere 
tour out-of-town attorneys, Jeriy Lefcourt, 

Michael Tigar, Michael Kennedy and Charles 
Roberts to appear m court to defend the Eight. 

The lawyers refused on the grounds that they 
had only helped in pre-trial preparation of the 
case and they did not represent the defendants 
now , 

Magoo cited them for contempt and issued 
warrants ordering them to Chicago. iigdi : a 
law professor at UCLA and highly respected in 
legal circles, was flown here m handcuffs from 
Los Angeles Lefcourt showed up on his own 
and was held in Cook County Jail m summary 
contempt of court without a hearing. Warrants 
were still out for Kennedy and Roberts. Lawyers 
around the country were incredulous at this 
blatant attempt to deny the defendants their 
constitutional right to counsel of their choice, 
and to hassle left-wing lawyers at a time when 
the movement needs them most. 

Magoo is clearly unbelievable The day 
before, he made one of his more blatant racist 
gaffes. A prospective black juroi wu c asked if he 
knew anyone who was connected with the case. He 
replied that his wife was once employed by 
prosecuting attorney Thomas Foran. 

Mister Magoo peered over his glasses and 
queried, "Was she employed as a domestic?" 

The man replied that his wife had been Foran* s 
legal secretary. (The prospective juror was 
dismissed . ) 

And when Abbie Hoffman, one of the defendants, 
was presented to the jury cn Friday, dear Abbie 
threw them a kiss. 

"The jury will disregard the kiss thrown 
by the defendant," said Magoo solemnly. 

It was one of the lighter moments in what 
could be a very heavy trial 

Everybody was getting into the act . Michael 
Lang arid Arrie Komfeld, two of the principle 
promoters of the recent Woodstock Festival ir; 

New York State, held a press conference m 
the Chicago Conspiracy office the day before 
the trial opened. 
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They announced that they had come to Chicago 
to work with the defense of the Conspiracy Eight. 
Regarding the police riot surrounding the 1968 
Democratic National Convention as deliberate 
attacks on the alternative culture of American 
youth, they said that the charges against the 
Eight were M a crock of shit"

TWO CASUALTIES ON THE HOME FRONT

NEW YORK (LNS) -- The first job the army has 
to do with a new recruit is make him forget he is 
a citizen and a human being. A young man must 
surrender his whole identity the will to think 
for himself to the monster. The public is only 
just beginning to realize what this does to our 
brothers who get trapped m the Selective Service 
System. 

Parris Island, SC., where a Marine died m 
September, is again getting national publicity. 

In 1956, a drill instructor was court-martialed 
and convicted m the deaths of six Marines during 
a disciplinary march through the swamps; the 
instructor got nine months m jail, compared to 
the 14 years handed out to prisoners convicted 
for a sit-down at the Presidio stockade last year. 

This September, an 18-year-old Marine at the 
Parris Island base. Pvt Stephen E Mel son of 
Millsboro, Del-, was dead only 19 days after 
entering the Corps Several days before his 
death, Pvt. Melson reported to a military hospi- 
tal with an acute kidney ailment and told his 
mother and the doctors that he had been beaten, 
choked and kicked by drill instructors 

Evidently the sick man was beaten for fall- 
ing down on the job, for a Marine spokesman ad- 
mitted that Melson had physical injuries and 
said that "a number of supervisory personnel 
mistook his sluggishness for shirking or trying 
to get out of duty.” An investigation and an 
autopsy are being held to determine tne relation 
of the beatings to Me Ison's death 

At Fort Dix, N.J., 2 * -year -o ul Pvt. David 
L. Swanson of New Britain, Conn., died of an 
overdose of sleeping pills in Sept ernne i artei 
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telling his parents, "I can’t take any more." 

Swanson, who made two previous suicide attempts, 
wrote from Fort Dix, "The day after I cut my 
wrists and had stitches put in, they made me do 
push-ups and other exer ci ses . . .the other day I 
couldn’t move my fingers at all. They told me 
to stop bluffing or they’ll put an electrode 
on my arm and give me a good shock to wake it 
and me up... I know I’ll try to kill myselt again 
if this keeps up. I just don ! t care any more " 

Swanson’s parents tried to warn Army officials 
and get help for him but were not listened to: 
"Somebody’s got to answer for this... we begged 
everybody for help, the fed Cross, his company 
commanders, [his] Congressman." 

At Fort Dix, the command has stated tnat 
they are satisfied that Swanson’s case was correct- 
ly handled and say that no inquiry will De made. 
However, Swanson’s Congressman, Rep. Thomas Meskxll 
of Connecticut, has now written to Army Secretary 
Resor: "1 feel that the Army was grossly negligent 
in this case David Swanson asked for help and 
did not get it , " 

Suicide will not be the only especape from 
brutality as soldiers get together and organise 
resistance,. Underground papers, the American 
Serviceman’s Union, coffee house organizing projects, 
struggles for free speech for soldiers, and 
increasing national publicity about military 
conditions are giving servicemen a feeling of 
solidarity and the courage to protest, resist 
and rebel,

We’ve also been working at Mctiopoxiian iios 
pital organizing the workers and the community 
people around the is .sue of the lay advisory 
board that the city was trying to push on our 
people for the hospital. After the school thing 
last year, people are pretty hip to what a lay 
advisory board is: a bunch of jive middle class 
people sitting on the board giving recommendations 
to somebody who may or may not take them. What 
we’re trying to institute is a community- staff 
governing board. Last Wednesday, we had a meeting 
with the East Harlem Health Council and we pre- 
sented a ten point program that they passed. So 
what we’ve got to do now is beat the administration 
at organizing the people. Since they’re in the 
hospital what they’ve been doing iS blocking Lords 
from going into the Hospital, ana the second thing 
is saying things like that Lords burn down schools, 
and the Lords are a gang The hospital thing is 
coming along pietty well,

Then the other thing is schools, we’ve been 
doing a lot of college and high school organizing. 

The high schools have been going pretty well, what 
we’ve been trying to push is a Third World Students 
Party, The big organizing problems have been the 
techinicai schools, the vocational schools They 
keep the students isolated so they don’t even know 
what’s happening outside the school. They live m 
the community ana that ’ o where we can get to them, 
but a vocational school is a penitentiary worse than 
other schoois The object of the school is to 
make you obsolete before you get out, so they train 
you for a j ob } by the time you gee out it’s mechan- 
ized. it kills off our people, and that’s the kind 
of institution that keeps the ghetto a ghetto One 
of the things we're pushing is how the government, 
the pigs , keep the ghetto a ghetto 

WHAT KIND Of DAY TO Da* WORK lb GOiNu ON IN THE 
COMMUNITY: 

We’ve been instituting a community political educa- 
tion (P.E.j c i&Sa - We show Newsreel f i that range 
from "Off the Pig" to films on Venezuela We take 
the people through changes, blow tntxr minus, show 
them people laughing in Cuba, show them bobby Seale 
saying he's not a racist arid then we run a P E. 
class right on that. And they’re coming off pretty 
good. We’re trying to of i sec the image that the pigs 
have given u: The pig^ work in conus ion, and the 

game they’re trying to play tor the march m Chicago 
i s saying that the Lords are a gang iney think they 

Sept emoe r 2 ■ , 
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can run the same game here so they’re trying to 
say that the Lords are a gang But gangs haven't 
been around New York foi almost fifteen years. 

The people are hip to the fact that we feed kids 
in the morning, we have a free breakfast program, 
and they think, well if they're a gang why do they 
feed kids. 

WHAT SORT OF WORK DO YOU DO IN YOUR P.E. CLASSES? 

What we try to do is take stuff like Marx 
and Lenin and try to translate it into street lan- 
guage. So maybe they can’t catch what Marx is 
saying, but when one of us runs it down to them, 
they can dig on dialectical materialism. That 
will work for a sixty year old mother of the 
kids in the liberation school. 

We've been doing P ( .E. since January, since 
the Lords first came off. You just walk into a 
crowd and start rapping. Sometimes people will 
come over to you arid say why are you wearing a be- 
ret or why are you wearing a button that says 
"Tengo Puerto Rico en mi Corazon ; " why do you say 
you have Puerto Rico m your heart . We just pick 
up from there , 

HOW DO THE LORDS FEEL ABOUT RELATING TO MIDDLE- 
CLASS WHITES? 

Young Lords as an organization believes 
that coalitions and working alliances are 
necessary among ail groups that aie dedicated to 
fighting the man arid getting rid of this mother- 
fucker in a revolutionary manner along sound Marx- 
lst-Lenmist principles, because we can't do it 
alone. Young Lords can't do it alone, Black 
Panther Party can’t do it alone, Young Patriots 
can't do it alone, SDS can’t do it alone. We've 
got to hang together and we've got to resolve our 
contradictions m the struggle, because revolution- 
ary marriage will only occur in revolutionary 
struggle. Remember that flick "Birth cf a Nation"? 
We’re going through that now. the birth of a nation, 
the birth of a world because i take an inter- 
nationalist view of the struggle. I'm really turned 
on by the concept of an .American Revolution II, and 
I don't see that as just being a Patriot's thing, 

I think the Patriots are there as a catalyst to 
turn on the rest or the mother country. La^t 
year, the nation was being forme a in the mother 


country, its birth pangs were starting m the 
mother country at the Chicago Democratic Conven- 
tion. Whites were getting their asses kicked, and 
they were feeling it the way Blacks and Puerto 
Ricans have felt it every day. I cried when I saw 
that shit on TV, and I had a lot of good friends 
up there who got their asses whipped- What makes 
me sadder is that some groups can still talk about 
marching down the street to end the war in Vietnam, 
when they can see where things are at, in a way, 
Weatherman (a tendency within SDS) is trying to 
combat that when they talk about white militancy, 
and trying to up the white militancy. I think 
they're going at it ass backwards, but 1 dig the 
direction they're coming out of. Middle class 
whites have all kinds of disadvantages not only- 
relating to people in the colony but relating to 
white working class. I've found that it's easier 
for an Italian who's working in the factory who's 
making sixty bucks a week to relate to me than it 
is for him to relate to someone in SDS, who has 
all the best intentions in the world It’s almost 
like some kind of patronizing attitude, and this 
year '69 -'70 I think is going to be a crucial 
year for the mother country and for the movement 
in it, because what I see happening with RYM II 
and Weatherman, they're trying to make some kind 
of turn back to their own working class They've 
been working for a long time in the colony and 
talking about Free Huey and Free the New iork 21, 
but now it's time to talk about freeing the ^at 
who's working in the factory. They're making an 
effort, and that’s good, they still got a long 
fucking way to go. RYM II comes out of a bag a 
lot of the time like they're a reaction to Weather- 
man, arid Weatherman comes cut of a bag where they 
have to be more militant than militant There's 
no need for that. The working class people don't 
have to be told about militancy because »he> live 
with it, and they are potentially the most militant 
force in this country. The white w or King class 
people working m unity with the working class of 
the colony are the hope for the world, and that's 
where it’s really at. 

WHAT KIND OF THINGS COULD YOU SEE Will IE RADICALS 
DOING? 
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They’re going to have to start going into 
working class communities, and I know some people 
who are doing this so that’s why I say there is 
hope, taking a job as a worker, taking up resi- 
dence in the community and not coming out with 
politics, not hitting someone on the head with 
politics, just getting so that you can make 
friends with a person, start rapping, have a 
beer, go out with him, go bowling, whatever they 
do. Do whatever the people do, I think this is 
the way they trained the Viet Minh 0 When Ho Chi 
Minh was training the cadre, he said go out to the 
tribal people, go out to the people in the rice 
paddies, and if they file their teeth down to the 
gums, you file your teeth down to the gums* You 
cannot talk about the working class unless you 
become part of their struggle . Huey says we are 
camels to be ridden upon by the people, but 
they’ve got to stop mouthing it and start doing 
it, they have got to start living in working 
class conditions and living so much off the move- 
ment. The movement has a way of insulating you 
from a lot that’s going down. 

For a long time SDS, which is the symbolic 
organization, has come across as a campus-based 
organization. It’s time to get back to the 
working class and relating more to the street 
people .

RIOT AT PRESIDIO 

SAN FRANCISCO, California (LNS)-- A San Francisco 
minister has accused the Presidio brass of brutal- 
ity, making reference to a recent riot inside the 
Special Processing Detachment at the fort, The 
minister, The Rev. Raymond Broshears, has obtain- 
ed a restraining order preventing further vio- 
lence to Pvt, Paul McArdle, who was severly beat- 
en by three MP's on Sept 12, 

In the riot, which took place Sept. 19, 60 
prisoners fought 70 MP guards . The Special Pro- 
cessing Detachment is a holding center, primar- 
ily forAWOLs ■waiting trial. An Army spokesman 
has denied that the riot occurred. 

The court order was served on Capt . Steven 


Carlotti, the legal officer at the base, who 
was wearing tennis shorts at the time, the San 
Francisco Chronicle reported. Upon seeing the 
court order, he began screaming, "What's this 
shit? What's this shit?" ("S-— " in the Chronicle.)

Ware would not name the colleges that would 
get espionage majors this fall, but probable 
targets are the University of ILlinois Circle and 
Urbana campuses, University of Chicago, North- 
western University, Roosevelt University, Southern 
Illinois University, Western Illinois University, 
Bradley University in Peoria, and Illinois State 
University at Normal. Ware has indicated that 
I these schools have the heaviest drug-using pop- 
ulations .

The feast has been with us since the beginn- 
ings of even rudimentary societies. Feasts may 
have been held because large amounts of meat 
could not be preserved long Today, m some prim- 
itive societies, feasts are held whenever a large 
animal is the prize of the hunt- Bushmen in 
Africa, for example, are able to capture game 
only during certain times of the year when ani- 
mals pass through the area (It may be this 
natural law which is obeyed by setting up hunting 
seasons.) A giraffe may be the object of the 
hunt. It is shot with a small poison arrow and 
then followed for days until it falls. It is 
then killed, cut up on the spot and the meat is 
carried home by the small band of hunters, to be 
shared by everyone A feast is held so that much 
of the meat can be eaten fresh before it has a 
chance to spoil What is left is hung on racks 
to dry for use during the many months in which 
animals are not in the area and food is scarce. 

It is not hard to imagine how feasts of this 
sort came to have religious connations. The gods 
needed thanking, for one thing] and people prob- 
ably felt like celebrating. 

In agricultural societies the seasons de- 
termined the feast days A festival of some sort 
would be held m the spring, to bring good weather 
and ward off floods and other disasters In the 
autumn, a fruitful harvest would be the reason for 
a feast, to give thanks to the generous earth, 
and the gods who had listened 

The fertility of the land, on which man’s 
destiny depended, led to a combination of feasts 
and fertility rites. The orgy, as defined by 
Webster, is a drunken, wild, licentious activity, 
btu he fails to give even the vaguest c^ue as 
to what these activities have to do with man’s 
vision of how the world works, and what man's 
survival is about on both sides of the ground, 
that is, on the surface m the procreation of 
the species and beneath it m the seeds and se- 
crets making vegetables ana grams grow 

It may be true that at *he height of deca- 


dence m some civilizations, the orgy was held for 
its own sake, as a release of pent-up frustrations 
and sexual repressions during certain designated 
calendar days, But because there is no doubt that 
food played an important role, we should think of 
these rites as encompassing the concept of fertility 
in general 

If we examine the three most popular holidays in 
our society, we can see that the one which occurs in 
spring celebrates with eggs, the essence of fertility, 
and rabbits, among the most prolific of animals; the 
autumn feast stems out of harvest to give thanks to 
the yeilding earth; the winter feast celebrates a 
human birth. If these festivities were lifted out of 
their allegiance to family, country, god (respectively) 
they would once again take on their real and universal 
identies and reveal their simple and sacred meanings*. 

This October, when the harvest takes place in 
this part of the world, the feast of exploration can 
take its first turn, The bounty of this world and 
the dimension of taste need exploring, and what better 
time and place than at feast? 

The dolmeh is a dish from the middle east, is 
not expensive to make and makes delicious feasting, 
especially since it leads American senses of taste and 
smell to unexplored but inviting regions. 

1 Heat several tbs, of oil in a large pan. 

Add enough turmeric to make it bright yellow. Add 
2 large onions , chopped. When these are soft and 
yellow add 1 lb, ground beef , 1/2 cup raisins , 1 cup 
raw rice and 1/2 cup fresh snipped parsley . Mix- 

2- Add to the above mixture, 2 tbs - tomato paste 
mixed with 2 tbs- water. Add salt and pepper to taste, 
and the juice of one whole lemon Mix everything 
together well and over a low heat, let all the liquid 
be absorbed Then and 1/2 cup more water and cook 10 
minutes 

3. Hull out the insides of a couple eggplants, 
various squashes, cucubmexs, and any other vegetables. 
Pour a bit of oil into a large pot and lay the insides 
of these vegetable* at the bottom, along with a sliced 
onion and a sliced carrot, 

4 Stuff the vegetables themselves with the meat 
mixture and place them in the pot on top of the first 
layer Add a few tbs water, cover tightly, and allow 
to steam over a low heat. 

5. Meantime, make the sauce- Heat 3 tbs. oil. 

Add 1 tbs. tomato sauce, i 1/2 tbs, tomato paste, 1 
cup water, the juice of one whole lemon and 2 tbs 
sugar Mix til smooth and heat til boiling. Pour 
over the vegetables, lay a few paper towels over the 
pot and replace the lid (to preserve steam) - Cook 
until the rice is tender 
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Beginning this meal with a light soup and ending 
with several kinds of sherbert makes a delicious 
feast fox 4, which will not weigh anyone down too 
much. A simple salad of sliced cucumbers and 
tomatoes mixed with fresh sour cream and sprin- 
kled with salt is a good addition.

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SOLIDARITY CALL FROM MEXICO 
LIBERATION News Service 

TO ALL STUDENTS OF THE WORLD: 

October 2nd marks one year since the bloody 
events of Tlatelolco, which brought desolation and 
death to hundreds of Mexican hemes 

It is worth remembering the antecedents 01 
those deplorable events that have forever stained 
the history of our country, 

The Mexican students of the Autonomous Univer- 
sity of Mexico, of the National Polytechnic In- 
stitute, or the Teachers College, of the National 
School of Agriculture, and of the large majority 
of the universities and institutes of higher educa- 
tion in the country, had called for a general strike 
as a means of pressuring the government into 
providing a solution for our demands, which, in 
essence, can be synthesized as follows: 

End the unrestrained repression by the 
police and the army against the students and the 
people in general; enforcement of the freedoms 
hallowed in the Constitution, the Supreme Law of 
Mexico; freedom for all political prisoners. 

These demands were wholly backed by wide sec- 
tors of our people: teachers, heaas of families, 

workers, employees and peasants; in a few weeks of 
strikes, we were able to win to our side hundreds 
of thousands of Mexicans who showed their solidar- 
ity with our petitions - 

Irrefutable proof of this was the widespread 
support for our public demonstrations and r. allies, 
the demonstrations cf more then 60u,G0U persons, 
the University City assemblies, Cacaterco, the 
Caso of Santo Tomas arid Tlatelolco Our movement 
was a promising surge of the civic spirit of the 
Mexican citizenry, crushed by long of viola- 

tions of the Constitution and brutal repression 
against the people. 

However, the people’s cry wenc unattended, 

the government remain ed impenetrable , intransigen t 
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deaf to our petition for a "public dialogue" 
in which the justice of our demands would be 
solved (reconciled) before the people. 

From the beginning, we suffered persecutions, 
threats, arrests, physical aggression against our 
leaders and against the buildings of various 
schools 

In proportion to the growth of oui movement 
came the growth cf the repressive measures of 
the government. The day of the 18th of Septem- 
ber (1968), the army occupied the University 
City; hundreds of students., teachers ana 
employees were detained and jailed. 

m spite of all, the movement continued to 
sustain itself. On Oct. 2, the National Student 
Strike Council (CNH) called a rally in the Plaza 
of the Three Cultures, near the Tlatelolco housing 
project. Some 150,000 of us, students, teachers 
and workers, had gathered. It was one of many 
informational assemblies on the latest decisions 
of the CNH, 

By surprise, we were surrounded by hundreds 
of tanks and thousands of soldiers; two army 
helicopters flew overhead; at the indication 
of one of them (using a flare), the soldiers 
opened fire on the unarmed multitude. For 
several hours shots rang from tanks, submachine 
guns and automatic arms. Hundreds of persons 
lay on the pavement, while several thousand were 
put into military vehicles and transported to 
prison. 

Since then, the country has lived under 
virtual state of siege. More than 20u Mexicans, 
mainly students, teachers and intellectuals , can 
be found in prison under che wildest of charges 
rebellion, conspiracy, robbery, tumultuous 
homicide, gathering of arms, etc.), the govern- 
mental control at the mass media is absolute, 
any public act cf protest is brutally suppressed; 
srudert and democratic leaders who ait not in 
jail are constantly persecuted by the innumerable 
secret police forces; in short, today Mexico 
is a country where the laws time -honor ed *n the 
Constr tutor, are dead words, and the life of its 
ci t icons is endangered by the mere fact of 
attempting to exercise their most basx; lights,

I'm in El Paso to run some gay liberation 
workshops and a homosexual happening at the 
National Students Association convention 

The gay bars were four b jocks from the con- 
vention hotels Dancing is allowed I dance with 
my brothers 

I'm at a radical party I ask no one to 
dance Everyone is playing straight In mixed 
company straights have always been in command 

The drama of the happening's first act was 
to get you over your fear of dancing with another 
boy or another girl, someone else of your own sex 
even in mixed company 

The tape of rock n‘ roll continued into a 
second act of dancing and making it '\ou Turn 
Me On" "Light My Fire." "Your Love Takes Me 
Higher and Higher/’ a Mitch Ryder/ James Brown 
spliced together orgasm ("Sock It to Me" entrv, 
Wow, I Feel Good, I Got You" delivery) and waking 
up in the morning to recall that "Double Shot 
of My Baby’s Love M 

And Act III began with the refrain "Every- 
body Loves a Lover" bopping along with the Uh i r - 
elles, and then the ensuing guilt and hiding at- 
tached to an oppressed homosexual identity

probably practiced on himself, so automatic that he 
may be almost ignoring has oppression. "In con- 
versation ytvj/ II automat i tally switch the gender of 
your boyfriend; you il suppress any gay thoughts and 
jUbt bullshit along with what other people want tc 
talk abuut," A .nd ai we talked, a friend of his came up,

Conclusion Closet homosexuals are keeping 
themselves in chains They can’t get on their own 
picket line, sign their own resolution, attend their 
own freedom workshops They laugh defensively when 
their rights are brought up 

Straight people don't care about you, They

And to hell with liberal positions like that 
of Jayne Graves, who ran' totalitarian classroom ex- 
ercises at the convention , who said she didn t mind 
bisexuality but didn't like homosexuals because they 
cut themselves off. 

You can't very well sleep with another guy without 
being homosexual at the time. But you tell me you 11 
tolerate that as long as I hurry up and sleep with a 
girl soon. You're still telling me, "You ve got to 
sleep with women c " I'll do what i want to do. Nothing 
I have to do is enjoyable till 1 make it. what I want to 
do. 

Ten minutes of trying to hitch' back to California 
from an El Paso, freeway on ramp when a Texas State 
trooper pulled up and asked me to get out of the sun 
into his car„ 

He asked me questions, where was I going? where 
was I coming from? waht had I been doing in El Paso? 
"Running homosexual liberation workshops at NS A, " 

He wrote down "SDS" not "NSA*" 

I was cooperative because I thought hitching might 
be illegal in Texas, 

Then , conversationally , 1 asked, "What are you 
writing this up for?" "It’s for the central crime 
investigation computer," he said 

Now whenever they ask for a report on me, they'll 
read I ran. homosexual liberation workshops at NSA. in 
August 1969„ My computer identity is punched homosexual 

But I'm not worried anymore about their finding 
outo And I won't be worried much more about your 
finding out- I -m. movin f on up. 

"And everybody knows it too

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TROUBLE BREWING TN AMERICA'S 
CONCENTRATION CAMPS 
By LIBERATION News Service 

NEW YORK (LNS)-- As military discipline breaks 

down both in ... . , , r 

Vietnam and at home, reports of 

brutality used against our brothers in the armed 

forces are on the rise The military’s ultimate 

weapon is the stockade, designed as a living hell 

to force GI*s into line 

There are more than 15,000 men in military stock- 
ades and brigs across the country and overseas. 

These men are political prisoners. 1 their crime, in 
90% of the cases,- is refusing to fight in Vietnam*. 
They resist either by refusing to obey orders to 
train or ship out, or by going AWOLo But how can 
the military punish these men short of execution? 
What could be worse than learning to kill in a lost 
cause? What could be worse than the dehumanizing 
process that tries to change decent young men into 
cold-blooded killers? 

The army thinks it has the answer From Ft, Dix 
in New Jersey to Ft Lewis in the State of Washing- 
ton, the genius of the U,S,. military has created 
America's first national system of concentration 
camps. 

From Ft. Jackson in Columbia, South Carolina, a 
letter smuggled out of the stockade cites system- 
atic beating of prisoners carried out by specially 
trained guards and months spent in 9x4 cells. 

There are variet les °f refined sadism. One prisoner 
was administered 50cc of Thorazine, a suppressant 
and sedative for the purpose of calming his nerves 
which had become overwrought from a prolonged per- 
iod of solitary confinement Before the effect 
of the drug wore off, the prisoner was ordered 
to clean his cell by guards who knew vsiv well that 
physical movement is practicably impossible while 
a person is under the drug. He was beaten on two 
different occasions on the same right for ’'refusal 
to obey.* Sanitary condition? are atrocious. 

At Jackscn a number cf prisoners Suffer from rectal 
infections, lice and maggots 


At Ft Lewis the new major in charge of the 
stockade personally beats the prisoners in his 
office and threatens to discipline bis guards 
who do not handle the prisoners roughly enough 
Men are often beaten within earshot of ether pri- 
soners, the theory being that the screams of the 
victim will warn the other men to stay in line 
The most widespread torture, reported from 
virtually alj the bases, is the straps- Men are 
tied with straps, rcughiy the sire of garrison 
belts, with hands tightly behind their back and 
legs together In this helpless position they are 
often dropped on their faces or kicked and punched 
by guards, Ther e is an '’official*' six hour jimit 
on time spent in the straps, but there are numer- 
ous cases of men spending 10, 14 and even 24 hours 
this way. 

At Camp Pendleton near Los Angeles the com- 
manding officer admitted that there were cases of 
brutality against prisoners, but he refused to go 
into some of the specifics like men being forced 
to stand naked in a ff room of mirrors", to perform 
day long exercises with fevers of up to 102 degrees 
and to live in a building known as the *’ice box’. 
These are only some of the instances that reach 
the public. There is so much more we don’t know 
about., A soldier who was a guard at Dix and at the 
Long Brnh stockade in Vietnam tells of a boy being 
continually raped, night after night . When the 
guard reported this to his commanding officer he 
was told to mind his own business. 

But these men are fighting back. At Dix on 
June 5, 250 men burned mattresses, broke windows 
and generally wreckedthe place before they could 
be subdued,. And on September 15 over 200 prisoners 
at the Camp Pendleton brig attacked their guards, 
driving them into a <=hack from which they had co 
be rescued by r:.oc croups hurling tear gas. What 
happened at Long Binh lasc year has never been made 
clear, but it seems that thousands of Gls actually 

took the camp over and held out for weeks. 

These men have said thev have had enough, and 
civilian support is buUdjng rapidly for rhem The 
ruling class car. no longer persuade them to do its 
dirty work They are moving from resistance to re

UNDERCOVER AGENT’S JOB GOES TO POT

CHAMPAIGN -URBAN A, ILL. (LNS ) -- Undercover 
state narcotics agent Phil Staab's job was to 
make friends among University of Illinois students 
who were ’’likely to be marijuana users.” 

Staab, 21, of Peoria, 111., posed as a stu- 
dent at the Urbana campus He was part of a 
statewide crackdown on campus marijuana use. 

The pseudo-student had a bad first week. 

Last Friday, the first week of school, he 
was jolted when a group of students began yell- 
ing ”Narc” (student term for narcotics agent) at 
him and pointed at him wherever he walked. 

He made a strategic withdrawal and renewed 
his efforts . 

Walking into the Wigwam, a popular student 
bar, he began asking people if they ’’would like 
to buy some pot.” 

But again some students recognized him. 

He ran out of the Wigwam, dodging through 
a crowd of irate students who pursued bun. He 
darted into the street and was hit by a car. He 
was knocked down, bruising his side 

Later, according to Staab, he was 
fired by the state bureau. No reason was 
given .

IF YOU'RE GOING TO DALEY’S CHICAGO, 

BE SURE TO WEAR SOME SCHISMS IN YCUR HAIR 
LIBERATION News Service 

NEW YORK (LNS) -- During the week of 
October 11, thousands cf young Americans -- 
radical and revolutionary -- will converge on 
Chicago for a number of large and militant 
marches, rallies, and con front at 1 cns ar the SOS 
National Action 

But what they will f j nd when the y get to 
Chicago will be two sets of leaders, with two 
different ideologies, urging them to >1 low- 
two different plans cf ration 

After kicking the Progressive Labor Party 


out of SDS for sabotaging the actual struggles 
of the movement by attacking the struggles of 
the Vietnamese, the struggle for liberation of 
America’s internal black colony, and the battle 
for women's liberation -- after the Great Split 
of the 1969 SDS Convention m June, there were a 
lot of people still left in SDS. 

There were also two organized and vocal 
groups vying for leadership of SDS - Weatherman 
and Revolutionary Youth Movement II (RYM-il). 

Weatherman (from the line m tne Dylan 
song, ’’You don't need a weatherman to know which 
way the wind blows,” title of their political 
credo) won control of the SDS National Office. 

SDS unanimously called a mass action in support 
of the Vietnamese people and against US imperial- 
ism. The group decided to work for a mass action 
m Chicago roughly coinciding with the trial of 
the Conspiracy Eight -- organizers of tne demonstra- 
tions outside the Democratic Convention that 
nominated the Hump for President. 

The planning was left to the National Office. 
The Weatherman worked up a blueprint, pro- 
duced leaflets and newspapers for ma^s distribu- 
tion, and have done daily work m urban working- 
class cornmuni ties to bring people to Chicago. 

In the process, they have ant agon: zed so 
man y people whe wo rk fu 1 1 - 1 i me and p b.c *c - 1 1 me in 
tne movement that RvM-II spotted a vacuum, and, 
forming a quick coalition w L th the Black Panther 
Party and the Young Lords Organ i : at ion (a rev o- 
lutionary Puerto Rican youth group), ^et out its 
own blueprint for a Chicago action which Wj. 11 
almost certain 'y attract much larger numbers of 
participants - 

RYM II is working on support projects for 
the Black Panther Party’s Breakfast for Children 
program and the Young u orris Day Care Center 
earlier in t h e week , o r& an j i n g a h i gh s ch oo 1 
and j uni ci college boycott and a march to the 
Guard of education, a major rally around a 
Chicago International Harvester plant, an action 
around Chicago rtostptais , and finally a "disciplined 
mai>s march” with the Pan liters and the Young Lo ids, 
r h r ou gh u o rk i n g - z 1 a s s communities i n Ch ) c a go . 

Th e W c* a t li e nnt r i h a v e been o r g an i z i n g f c v the 
Chicago action under the slogan "Bring the War 
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Home'" They see the action as an opportunity to 
begin building a "red army to fight on the ride 
of the Vietnamese, the blacks, and oppressed people 
everywhere." As SDS Education Secretary, Weather- 
man Bill Ayers, wrote in New Left Notes (the SDS 
weekly organ): "We have to fight to show people 

through struggle our commitment, oui willingness 
to run risks, our willingness to die for the 
struggle to defeat U.S. imperialism. We have to 
convey those things, and October S-ll is a concrete 
way that we can do that.” 

In the words of a controversial leaflet dis- 
tributed to working-class kids m Detroit, the 
people who go to Chicago wiii "bust our brothers 
and sisters out of jail" ("jail" means "high 
school") and "tear up the fascist courts" (pre- 
sumably a reference to an action around the 
Conspiracy Eight triaij. They are urging people 
to come in affinity groups ("you and a couple of 
kids you hang with closest, go to school with, 
dig and trust") prepared for mobile street fight- 
ing. 

No one who has his eyes set on revolution 
questions the need for the movement tu act mo r e 
and more militant as it advances, but the 'uper- 
militancy of the Weatherman faction has become 
a degenerate caricature of it sell mi so many 
concrete situations across the count xy that few 
people who have been m SDS up tj.il now axe likely 
to follow Weathexman into oat tie 

And though Weatherman has worked very hard 
-- harder than most of then visible opponents -- 
to develop a real base among white working cla^s 
youth, it has scill shown no capacity to bivng 
the street kids and high school students to SDS 
actions. In spite of Weatherman’s protestations, 
people suspect that many Weathermen have a fetish 
on illegality and secretly lung for a suicidal 
masochistic gun-fight with the Chi^a^c police ±n 
order to make instant history. 

Whether the Weathermen want to be massacred 
or not, it is true that they have shewn a bluster- 
ing unconcern about isolating tnemfc from the 

rest of the movement with oiilv a rev short 
months of not particularly successful work w:th 
the working-class youth base the/ hope to or^anite.

Weathermen have often acted 
as ±t they had forgotten that these principles 
were conceived at least pare a/ m the spirit of 
camp . 

Among the more pubii^i actions whiuh the 
Weathermen consider exemplary arc the Motor 
City Nine arid the Pittsburgh women's action. 

In Detroit, the Motor Lily Nine (ail women) 
charged into a final exam at Macomb Community 
Cuilc. ge wi triout any piiox motion at Macomb and 
gave speeches on lacism, imp or iai j. sin and women’s 
oppression . 

When several men at temp tea to leave the 
room (perhaps to call the cops), they were floored 
with a i lux rv of karate chops Several women m 
the BlasA Panther Party denounced the attack by 
the Motor City Nine on the men because they feel 
that white working- cl ass men should be approached 
more patiently 
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In Pittsburgh, 75 Weatherwomen charged into a 
school chanting and proclaiming a jailbreak, made 
speeches and split They didn’t bother to find any 
groups, organizations or individuals to back them 
up in the action, and when 26 of them were busted, 
including a couple on felony charges, they had a 
hard time doing any more work on the National 
Action, Furthermore, the courts have confined 
them to Allegheny County and the cops manage to 
keep them under constant surveillance. 

Of course, a movement that doesn't take risks 
would be a seedy sham, but Weatherman doesn’t seem 
to be capable of developing the variety of tactics 
necessary for a realistic increase of militancy* 

The most recent incident that has isolated 
Weatherman from the rest of the movement took 
place at Fort Dix, N.J, GIs and organizers work- 
ing out of the Fort Dix Coffee House and putting 
out the GI paper Shakedown had been planning a 
mass, broad coalition demonstration in support of 
the Fort Dix 38 --a group of Gis on trial for 
the Fort Dix stockade rebellion of last June, 

New York Weathermen came to a planning meet- 
ing and suggested that the demonstrators charge 
the base with NLF flags s fighting any soldiers 
that got m their way. One of the slogans they 
proposed was ”GIs axe pigs” - since a soldier 
either fights on the side of the NLF or fights 
on the side of the pigs* 

The GI organizers were so put off by the 
uncompromising stance of the Weathermen that they 
rescheduled the Fort Dix demonstration fro Oct, 12 
-- a day on which the Weathermen will presumably 
still be in Chicago. 

Shortly before the Dix planning meeting, two 
Weatherwomen went into the coffee house, pro- 
claiming their affiliation with SDS, arid told 
all the Gis, many of whom had spent months organi- 
zing among Gis against the war, that they were pigs 
because they remained in the U . S Army ana didn’t 
join the "red army .” It’s a curious example of 
moral ism triumphing over common sense Life m 
the army stinks, and, in actuality, the spontane- 
ous struggle of soldiers -- the prisoners in the 
Dix stockade -- is the occasion of the Fort Dix 
demonstration in the nrst pia^e

Various local chapters oi SDS, including 
Fayetteville, Ark-, and Madison, Wi^c , have dis - 
associated themselves from the National Oifice or 
SDS. Participants at a recent meeting or the 
Madison chapter almost unanimously turned their 
chairs around and continued the^r meeting from the 
back of the room when Jeff Jones : Interargcuuzation- 
al Secretary of SDS, took over the stage with a 
detachment of Weathermen arid denounced the audi- 
ence as "chiekenshit counter - re volut lonar les 


Other chapters may toilow suit 

At a New York regional assembly, held 
Sept. 24 to deal with Weatherman's Seizure of 
the regional SDS office, the SDSers voted to 
return the office to regional jurisdiction by 
a forcible take-over, so that its facilities 
would be available to all chapters. Weathermen 
have refused to permit use of the office by 
anyone unwilling to pledge support to the Wea- 
t-hprmsm rhir.npo nians 


One of the greatest dangers m the present 
situation of SDS ±s that a hodge-podge coalition 
of people who disliKe Weatherman wm be dominated 
by people who can't see the guud in Weatherman 
Many movement people outside ot weatherman are 
not really committed to a higher level of mili- 
tancy, a more serious allocation of their lives 
towards making the revolution, to respecting the 
need for real leadership and discipline v; thin 
movement organizations, and recognizing the need 
to prepare for armed struggle The prospect or 
a sluggish and backward movement next year is 
distinctly unappetizing. 

There is also the knotty question of "white 
skin privilege,” the very fuel on which the 
Weathermen run. U-.S imperialism oppresses the 
peoples of most of the world, robbing them or 
their natural resources, exploiting the labor 
and the needs of the their people, and oppressing 
them politically through right-wing puppet dic- 
tatorships and, when necessary, American troops, 
One particularly crucial case of an oppressed 
nation is the black, colony within the U S 

None of this would go over unless the ruling 
class could enlist support from other sectors. 
Which is where white skin privilege ^omes m- 
The ruling class forces whitt workers to make 
their lives more bearable by taking a small part 
in the oppression and a sir# I C part of the spoil s 

Divide and conquer is the strategy- So the 
bosses hand out a token cut (.a higher standard ot 
living, preferential hiring) and count on that to 
keep white Americans from siding with then c±aso 
brothers -- the Vietnamese, the Latin American 
guerrillas, and America' a black and Latin internal 
colonies And it has worked quite well for quite 
a while . 

Soldiers who go to Vietnam are fighting 
right now on the wrong side ot the wond struggle 
Police who patrol and abuse the black ghetto are 
fighting right now on the wrong s-lUc of the worid 
struggle . And white workers who cry to bust the 
militant blacks wno demand entry la their unions 
and an equal share of detent housing are fighting 
right now on the wrong side of the world struggle. 

This is all quite true, but Weatherman hasn’t 
yet figured out the theory and pta*tiCe of 
convincing Large number- or working class people 
that they are bein^ asked to right not onry on 
the side of the Vietnamese arid the blacks, but also 
to fight on their own side , To eApect them to 
respond only to trie moral imperative is idealistic 
m the worst way 
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The people of The People ! s Democratic Republic of Korea rise victorious 
over the ruins of Amerikan imperialism. 
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
